Section 1. Ordinance No. 89 and
Sections 1, 2, and 3 of Or(linﬂn(‘(’}
No. 15 are hereby repealed.

Section 2. The Board of Trus-
tees of the City of Torrance shall
in each calendar month hold two
regular meetings for the conduct
of business of 'said board. Said
meetings shall be held on the first
and third Mondays of each and
